At the November meeting, on 3 he léth, Dr. Milo M. Queife, Secretary of the 
Burton Collection of the Detroit i ibrary, and well-known historian, gave us 
the privilege of being the first hee ic article on “Some of the First Cities 
Michigan Territory". Discussing the founding of St. Ignece, Green Bay and Niles 
Joseph), Dr. Quaife told of many most interesting feets of our early history that 
his research has discovered. In a lively discussion which followed he refuted 
number of traditions and stressed the need in genealogy as well as in history of 
separating tradition from fact; of trying to find our real ancestor, be he who he 
may, instead of trying to find en ancestor whom wg would like to be ours. This 
seems to us a point that cin not be too often emphasized. Thanks to Dr. Quaife. 


Mr. Roy H. Stephens, a charter member of the Society, died suddenly on October 20. 


Mr. Stephens was born near Charlotte, Michigan, July 3, 1877. He came to Detroit at 


an early day and became associ«ted with the Acme White Lead and Color Works, of which 


he was treasurer ct the time of his death. Mr. Stephens wes widely known as a col- 
lector of fine Inglish pott ery, and was the owner of 2 large collection of rare 
stamps and historical books, especially of those pertsining to Napoleon. Two sons 
survive him, ricfessor Robert G. Stevens of Indiane University, cnd willis H. Step- 
hens of Fort Wayne, Ind. His wife, Mrs. Jeanette Stephens, died in 1926, 


Miss Marjorie Hudson, usughter of City Attorney William ~Larenon Hudson and Mrs. 
Hudson, of Royal Oak, Michigan, was married there in St. John' piscopal Church on 
October 29, 1943, to Ensign Robert Salmon, Jr., USNR, son of M artwright Salmon 
of New Canaan, Connecticut and Robert Salmon, Sr. of Buenos Aires, Argentina. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Salmon were grcducated from Antioch College, Yellow Springs, Ohio, in 
June, 1942, and both had been employed in New York City. Through her father, Mrs, 
Selmon is descended from John Hudson, who came to the United States from London, 
England, in 1818. His son, william Spences: married Bertha Caroline Martindill, 
whose father's nother was a Claypool. (See - "Joseph Claypole of Virginia" in the 
September-October, 1943, issue of this magezine.) She is 2lso des from the 
Atkinsons, Scotch-Irish settlers in Pennsylv-nie. Mrs. Hudson was Lelia A. Davis, 
daughter of James J. and Sarah (Havk) Davis of Vinton County, Ohio. James J. Davis 
wes a descendant of Willism Davis, 2 Revolutionary cea from Rhode Island, and 
of mony old New Englend fomilies, such «s the Bleakeleys, Ff ‘oo tes, Carpenters, Lanes, 
Hurds, Kimballs, Potters, Rv shburns, ete. lirs. Davis was of Pennsylvania-German 
extraction, a descendant of Melchior Brumbach, who operated the first iron works 

in America for Governor S bsvood at Germanne, Virginic.

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Mr, Roy E. McFee has two interesting articles in recent national magezines. One is co g

"Virginia Historical Index", an invaluable sid to 211 researchers among Virginia 

families. 


Mr. Chcrlcs A. Wilson of Minneapolis, Minnesot2, was a welcome visitor at the Decem- 
ber meeting. It has been several years since he was in Detroit, but he remains a 
faithful and always interested member of the society. If you remember his “Answer 
to a Genealogist's Prayer", the birth of a grandson, (August-September, 1941) vou 
will bs pleased to know that a second grandson hes been born since then. 


Friends of Mrs. Robert E. Wiley of Rockford, Illinois, who hes returned to her home 
from Detroit, raised 1000 chickens last summer, and is now teaching school again at 
a small town near Rockford. This is her contribution to the war effort, in which 
both her husband and son are engaged. 


Mrs. Elliene H. Stones, chief of staff of the Burton Historical Collection of the 
Detroit Public Library, attended an impsrtent meeting, November 15 to 17, in Prince- 
ton, New Jersey - the combined meeting of the Society of American Archivists and 
that of the American Association for State and Locsl History. The first Society is 
concerned with the housing and care of national and state archives; the second, in 
the preservation of war records nd in plens for better post wer collections of 211 
kinds and in every region. The meeting wis even international in chrr«cter 1s 

there were delegates from the Netherlands, Conzd2 snd some other nations present.

ESTHER CARUTHERS. Her tombstone, in Timber Ridge churchyard, bears the inscription: 

The known 
relationship between her son, Capt. Henry McClung, end the descendants of the other 
Carutherses makes it certain that she was the sister (or half-sister) of Capt. John 
Caruthers and Major James Caruthers, tho she is not mentioned among her brothers 
and sister in Samule's will. 


She married Henry McClung, son of James McClung, one of the earliest settlers of 
Rockbridge, and a member of the Timber Ridge congregation. Henry McClung lived 
within a mile or two of the old Timber Ridge church, built in 1756 and still used 
as the worshiping place of the congregation; was a farmer of moderate circumstances; 
and died at the age of 45, leaving 2 family of four sons, <ll minors, 2nd two dau- 
ghters. His tombstone in Timber Ridge churchyird bears an inscription, now elmost 
illegible, "Died February 3, 1784, aged 45 years".

In none of the genealogical works consulted by the writer has there been the slight- 
est suggestion thet investigation has ever disclosed the ancestry of DY2 "Anna" 
‘Palmer, wife of AYa3 Obadiah 3 Palmer. She is recorded many times, but no hint of 
her family name appears. No single result of the writer's investigations has 
yielded more satisfaction than has the emergence of "Anna's" fine femily! A family 
whose contributions to America in its beginnings were character, mentality and 
Christian courage. Whenever the writer happened upon the name of de Bonrepos there 
was always a feeling - inexplicable to one who has not hed a similar experience - 
that the de Bonrepos bolonged! One day she learned why! They dia! 

Among the gleanings of the Huguenot Society of America are found traces of the de 
Bonrepos family, corroborated by wills, deeds, church cnd towm records and histories.
